© The President should not 
accept personal responsibillty 
for esplonage activities, because 
this is “contrary to the tradi- 
tions of all civillsed socleties.” 

@ The Central Intelligence 
Agency should be re-organiscd 
su os to divoree the gathering of 
intelligence information from 
other cover activities. 

©@ Toe President should 
have “some cducation  inter- 
views, rather than spot news 
Snterviews” on television in 
order to inform the American 
people about his programmes 
and seck their support.—UPI.
